THE Remuneration of the Sub-Commissioners cannot be considered in the light of fixed or 
permanent Salaries, as their Remuneration ceases on the completion of the Duties prescribed. 
In order to explain the terms Remuneration by annual Salaries and by hourly Rates, it may be 
necessary to state the principle which guided the Board in awarding payments to the persons 
heretofore and now employed by them. An annual Remuneration was allowed to those who were 
qualified to prepare works of a Literary character, where collateral researches and legal knowledge 
were requisite. To others, who, from their official information and acquaintance with the sub- 
stance and handwriting of the Ancient Records, were enabled to form Calendars, Repertories and 
Indexes, and to undertake the Abstraction and Transcription of Records, an hourly Remuneration 
was granted, by a scale varying in amount from Sixpence to Three Shillings and Four Pence per 
hour, according to the nature and difficulty of the works ; and for the purpose of arrangement and 
other subordinate duties, another class of persons was employed on temporary Wages, from Twenty 
to Sixty Guineas per annum, and in some cases to Eighty Pounds.
